THE REGULAR ANNUAL MEETING 
AT THE SECOND BAPTIST. 


A Brilliant Showing in Money Matters, as 
Well as in Christian Work—Services 
Elsewhere Yesterday. 


There is perhaps, no pastor in Atlanta held 
in higher seteem by his congregation than Dr. 
Henry McDonald, pastor of the Second Bap- 
tist ehurch. 

The one cherished ambition of his heart 
seems to be that each succeeding year his 
church may excel the former in practica 
Chnstian work, and each year during 
the nine years of his — pastorate, 
of this church, his flock has generously re- 
sponded to his wishes in this respect. 

The annual meeting held yesterday, at 
which the reports of officers, societies and 
committees were submitted, disclosed the fact 
that during the year 1890 the number of ac- 
cessions to the membership of the church had 
been—by restoration one, by letter sixty-four, 
= by baptism twenty-seven, a total of ninety- 
our. 

The total mombership of .the church 
is 960. 

A REMARKABLE SHOWING. 

During the year the church and its mem- 
bers have raised for various Christian enter- 
= over $20,000, in addition to $60,000 

uilding fund pledged. 

The actual sum of cash thus reported 
through the various channels of the church 
was $14,929.03. 

The officers of the church state that they 
know of $5,225 given privately during the 
year by different members of the church to de- 
nominational enterprises outside of the regu- 
lar church work,.which was not officially re- 
ported through the church. 

MORE THAN SIXTY THOUSAND. 

This sum added to the amount formerly re- 
ported nakes $20,154.03 as representing the 
actual amount of money raised and used by 
the church during the year. In addition to 
this creditable showing, this church has se- 
cured during the year, by negotiable notes 
signed up pledges of over $60,000 toits build- 
ing fund, none of which is included in the 
above statement. 

The membership is not so large as that of some 
other southern churches. The excessive 
amount of its annual collections 1s due largely 
to the system of contributions adopted soon 
after Dr. McDonald assumed the pastoral care 
of the church. It is a model system, by which 

‘every member of the church voluntarily assists 
in bearing the burdens, while they do not fall 
heavily upon any. , 

The church is in an excellent state of organ- 
ization. All the officers and almost the entire 
membership are very zealous in the work as- 
signed them. 

All meetings of the church are held in the 
new tabernacle, recently built, on Mitchell 
street. The old church building, on Washing- 
ton street, is being we torn, down to give 
place to new stone church, which will be an 
ornament to the city and a pride tothe denomi- 
nation. 

THANKS TO ST. PHILIP’S CHURCH.

In the light of divine truth each one for 
himself must give account to God; but if the 
Bible were extinct, man’s obligation to God, 
and his individual responsibility. would. re- 
main unchanged. f 

But the Bible is not extinct, and God 
his own word drives home to the 
hearts and consciences of man the 
truth that he demands fidelity 
to duty, and commands personal obedience. 

The Savior mapped out before Peter the 
work which he was to do, and with self-conse- 
cration and devotedness he followed Christ 
until at last, in his old age, upon a hill over- 
looking the river Tiber, he gava uphis life on 
the cross, dying the same shametat death his 
Lord had suffered. 

Are you willing thus to take up your 
cross? Then do not stop to ask 
what shall this man do, for 
upon your own individual responsibility 
and under a sense of your own personal obli- 
gation must you in loyalty do your duty. 

Mr. Hornady’s sermon was a most interest- 
ing one and of the kind that deeply impresses 
itself upon the minds of those who hear them.

THE BELT LINE ROAD 


But a Question of Time When the Work 
of Construction Commences. 


The surveys of the progres belt line rail- 
road have been completed by Mr. Munnerlyn, 
the engineer who has had charge of the work. 

The drawings and figures are nowin the 
hands of Captaiu Dabney, chief engineer, who 
will thoroughly examine them and decide 
upon the exact location of the line of road. 

A meeting of the directors of the company

The present tight condition of the money 
market will delay active operations, but it is 
confidently predicted that it is only a question 
of time, and not a very long one either, when 
the work of laying rails will be commenced. 

The Central railroad has already expended 
$200,000 in land purchases for the road, some 
1,600 or 1,700 acres, and the complete right-of- 
way from end to end,and this alone is ample 
assurance that the road will be built. 

This road will extend from East 
Point to Van Winkle’s, and it 
is the Central’s intention to extend it event-~ 
ually, soas to form a complete belt around 
the city. It will bea grand improvement in 
@ manufacturing sense, as factories will sprin 
up all along its line, as has been the case in al 
other cities where such a local road has been 
constructed. ft

A SHAKE-UP ALL ALONG THE LINE 
OF THE UNION PACIFIC. — 
Other Matters of General Interest to the 
Rallroad Men of the South—A 
Change of Schedule. 


Although «the fact has never yet been made 
public, it has leaked out that two prominent 
officials of the Union Pacific road are about to 
walk the plank. They are Mr. C. F. Res- 
seguie, general manager of the Mountain 
division, with headquarters at Salt Lake City, 
and Mr. W. P. Robinson, Jr., general man- 
ager of the St. Joe and Grand Island division, 
with headquarters at St. Joseph, Mo. 

It is now thought that this is but the 
inaugural move of a wholesale decapitation, 
and that the management of the different 
divisions will be turned over to Mr. 
S. H. H. Clarke, the newly ap- 
pointed general manager of the Union 
line. In that event, it is thought, the follow- 
ing gentlemen will follow’in the footsteps of 
Messrs. Resseguie and Robinson: Mr. J. O. 
Brinkerhoff, generai manager of the Missouri 
River division, with headquarters at Kansas 
City, Mo.; Mr. C. F. Meek, general manager 
of the Gulf division, with headquarters at 
Denver; Mr. E. McNeill, general manager of 
the Pacific division, with headquarters at 
Portland, Ore. 

“It is the old Gould idea of consolidation 
and concentration,’’ said a well-known raul- 
road man yesterday. ‘The Union Pacific, 
under his control, is about to com- 
mence a grand career, and in a 
few years’ time will be absdlutely 
impregnable. Heis going to run the road 
after a plan somewhat different from that fol- 
lowed by the recently deposed president. Mr.

SOME SILLY TALK. | 


THE PRESENCE OF THE GRIP 
CAUSES IT. 
There Is a Good Deal of Influenza of a 
Mild Form, but No Occasion 
for Alarm. 


There is a good deal of grip talk in Atlanta 
and out of it. 

Principally out of it, 

And some of this is very foolish talk indeed. 

Here isa sample—from The Macon Tele- 
graph. Speaking of the condition of affairs 
in Atlanta the writer says: 

Many who keep up sufficiently to go through 
the form of attending to their daily business go 
about it with lagging and ‘spiritless footsteps. 
The.town is dulland dead anda sense of general 
oppression pervades the atmosphere. 

The doctors all langh at such extravagant 
statements. The situation, they say, is exag- 
gerated in that article, to a point beyond all 
recognition. Of course there is influenza, or 
g<ip, here and a great many people have more 
or less severe cases af it; but the doctors all 
agree thatitisa very mild form and in no 
way dangerous. 

“There are a good many cases,’’ said Dr. 
Baird, *‘but the prevalence of the complaint is 
not alarming atall. The cases that have come 
under my observation yield to treatment and 
proper precautions without any trouble.”’ 

“There are lots of bad colds, or, as it 18 
commonly called for lack of a shorter name, 
‘“‘grip,’’ said Dr. Frank Orme, ‘‘but the cases 
seem tome to be milder than last year. I 
have had no fatalities among my patients, 
So far as there being any cause for alarm, that 
is nonsense. Those who have bad colds, as they 
always have during such weather as this, are of 
course obliged to be careful or suffer the con- 
sequences. Aside from this the people are all 
right.’’ 

“Yes, there area good many cases of grip,” 
said Dr. Hunter P. Cooper. ‘‘But they are not 
ofa serious or dangerous nature. Propercare 
and the usual remedies keep the complaint 
under contro! during convalescence. I do not 
consider the prevalence of this influenza at 
all alarming, although those whoare afflicted 
suffer a great deal of pain and inconven- 
iences.”’ 

“T have met with a good many cases of this 
influenza,’’ said Dr. Roy, ‘‘but they were of an 
unusual violent nature. I have observed no 
tendency toward pneumonia, and in fact it ap- 
pears to be more of a neuralgic than a pulmon- 
ary complaiut. I administer quinine, Dover’s 
powder, and the usual remedies, and I have 
found that the disease yields readily to treat- 
ment. Thereis nothing in it to cause alarm 
or lugubrious forebodings, and the people of 
the city, with the exception of these colds, are 
getting along as well as usual.”’ 

“There are a great many cases of bad cold, 
influenza and grip,’’ said Dr. Todd, “and 
physicians haye been pretty busy during the 
bad weather. It isthe prevalent affliction just 
now, but there is nothing alarming about the 
general health of the city.”’
